There'hate been 'Bbort-' crops in 
Europe which, •'witii' a -European, war 
looming up in the Eastern horizon, has 
created an extraordinary demand forgruiu. 
California has;'-had -large crops, and two 
hundred shiBP are now on the way to 
California from.Greftt Britain for cargoes 
of wheat. As there are few freights of 
faring, these vessels are glad to fill up 
1 -with almost anything to avoid coming out 
I : in ballast; so they contract to deliver 
coal at San Francisco at rates which bare- 
ly pay for its handling and which, were 
there not the prospect of a return cargo 
of wheat at remuharitive rates, would be 
Bimplv ruinous. There are said to be 
175,000 tons of coal from Great Brihiiu 
for San Francisco afloat nt this niomont, 
and notliing cau be plainer that if Nanai- 
mo is to compete successfully at San 
Francisco with the Euglish aud Scotch 
article it will be through a reduction m 
the cost of production.

Speech of His ExcoUoncy .af'the 
';( (Jlvic Dinner. 

mmier to^fiis Excellency' IKe GFSvernor- 
General of Canada was given in tho Music 
Hall to-night by liis Worship tho Mayor 
and tho citizens of Quebo. Tho hall was 
-fitted up on a scalo of unsurpassed mag- 
niflconco, and no oxpouso oi skill was 
spared to testify to the admiration, borne 
"citizens of the ano'f eat ' capful

sentH her Majesty in this Dominion. 

The Countess of DutTorin occupied a 
position on a raised dais, and behind her 
ladyship were suspended tho Dominion 
tlugs. In front of tho gallery woro tho 
Royal Arms and Dullcrin arms, and Per 
Vias Rectas. To the right thoro wore dis- 
played tho shields of the different Pro- 
vincoB, together with these titles: "Edu- 
cation," "Agriculture," "Militia." "Com 
morse," "Na\'igatioo." "Railways," and 
"Ijidustry." Many of the rare flowers 
exhibited wore proeured from Boston by 
Col. Rhodes. 

Tht3 guests assembled at eight o'clock, 
and priivious to entering tho hall his Ex- 
cellency held tt brief reception in the wuit- 
iug room. ' Cbveri" were laid for 250 
guest and all the seats were filled. At 
his Excellency's (able the following gen- 
tlemen sat down in tho onler of names — 
his Excellency the Governor-General 
having on his right tho Lord Bishop of 
Quebec, Mr.Cauchon, Chief Juslico Four- 
nier, Senator Fabre, Mr. Justice Stuwart, 
Mr. C. A. P. Polletier; M. P., Mr. P. B. 
Casgrain, M. P., Mr. H. T. Tascherenu, 
M. P., Dr. St. George, M. P., and Col. 
Duchesnay. On the left of his Excellen- 
cy woro his Worship Mayor jMur})hy, of 
Quebec; his Honor Lieut. -Governor C'ar- 
on, of Quebec; Hon. Alexander Mackenzie, 
Premier of Canada; Mr. Justice Ta^cher- 
oau, Mr. iESaiU^rgean, Mr. Justice Oaron, 
Mr. Justice "V. P."W. Corion, Judge Dan- 
cet, Mr. Tbibeaudoau, and Col. Strange. 

Shortly after ten o'clock the speeches 
were begun by his Worship the Mayor 
rising to propose the health of her Ma- 
jesty the Queen, which was duly honored, 
as also the toast of the Prince of Wales 
and the Royal Family. 

His Worship then offered the toast of 
the evening, the health of their distin- 
guished guest. (Loud applause.) 

His Excellency the Govornor-Gonoral 
rose to speuk amid long continued tip- 
plauso. He said: 

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen, — I can as- 
sure you that it is with feelings of no or- 
dinary emotion that for tho first time since 
coming to Canada, I find mysolf called on 
to address a public audience in this an- 
cient cajjital; for nt such a nionient I can- 
not help remembering under what various 
conditions, in how many vital omergen- 
cies, at what supreme epochs of its history 
during the last three hundred years, my 
illuati-ious predecessors' must have had 
occasion to inhabit the City of Quebec in 
a thousand vicissitudes of fortune, and in 
perpetual alternation between triumph 
and despondency. When siivago Indian 
enemies wore lurking nrounii yuur pali- 
sades; when famine had prostrated your 
strength, and the unaccustomed rigours 
of an ArCtib winter "hW benumbed your 
foanlties: when pestilence had devastated 
^ y|Otir homes; when foreign enemies threat- 
ened your independence, und hostile can- 
non were brought against j-our battalions, 
tho Viceroy 1ms appealed to your forti- 
tude, your patience, your charity, your 
loyalty, and whether in good fortune or 
ill fortune you did yonr share of both, as 
your history tolls us; never was that aji- 
poal in vain. (Loud cheers.) But, Mr. 
Mayor and gonthunen, happily those day.'; 
of ilraniatic oratory are over. From the 
rook on which your city is founded, and 
which was once bounded by an intermin- 
ablo ocean of primeval forest and a waste 
of barbarism, there now stretches forth tw 
the horizon an almost iileal laudscapo of 
agricultiir.il wealth and boanty, while 
y(nu- politic,".! dominions now recjiiire two 
oceans to confine tlicin. (Loud eheer.s ) 
In consequence of its extraoi-diiiary 
growth, the personal Administration aud 
Viceregal representation of the country 
have been superseded by the far more le- 
gitimate and more efficaciouB regime of 
ParliamoMta'y Government. (Applause.) 
But thou'^di rolitved cd' tlio.se iirduous re- 
sponsiliilities which at one time jjicssed 
so heavily on previous occupants of niv 
great oihco, and brought them into buch 
close, though not always harmonious in- 
timacy with tho community they govern- 
ed, the Viceroys of Canada of to-day are 
all tho better able to cultivate those 
friendly social relations \^ ith the inhabi- 
tants of tho :'onntry u liii'li it is a iluty to 
maintain, and of -wliicli thi.s hplondid ban- 
quet is so gratifying an exhibition. 

I can assure you it has been with the 
greatest pleasure I have learned thatth(!ro 
is now every jiroHpect of our t)oing able 
to carrv to a successful conclusion the 
seheuio which has bee.i net on foot (or the 
re])aration and for tho enilielliaiiinont of 
the ancient fortillcations of Qiudjec (lr,iul 
cheers) , a scheme which combiues a dm^ 
regard for the growing exig' iicios of yciir 
increasing traflio by tho widening of your 
thoroughfares, and the m ii It ij)! icatiori of 
your inodi'Bof exit and entry. No siKUior 
was it known in Enghuid tliut tho cit zous 
of Quidiec were ahtnit to repair their for- 
tillcations than the Secretary of State'for 
War, as the spokesman and representative 
of th(( Empire, wrote to inform me that he 
intended to oxpiess his own admiration 
and the admiration of tho soldiers of Eng- 
land with what was being done hero and 
was going to the British Houso of Com- 
mons to ask them, and they would reci ivf^ 
tho j)roposal with the most enthusiustic 
acclamations, to vote a sum of money to 
be expended in the decoration of -,\l!at 
ever point along your walls might best 
connect itsrdf with the memory of those 
illuBtrious horoes, Wolfe and Montcalm, 
who.'ie dcocis and valour and whose noblo 
death in the service of their respective 
countries, Jiad brought lustre upon tho 
respective nations foe which they con- 
tended,aDd whose ont-works thoy watered 
with their blood. (Cheers) . But, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen, the news of what 
you nro about to do touched tho hearts of 
even a niotj august iierfoiiago than tlio 
Sciu-otary of Sdite for War— tho Queen of 
iMiglaiid herself, (Loud cheers) No 
sooner had sho ](>iu ned what was umhu - 
takon— slu! who takes as deep an inten .st 
in ovorylliing that pasaos in her ronuiteht 
colonies us sIh! docn with what hap]ii'im 
within a stone's throw of her Pahuie -Icdd 
me to convey to you, Mr. Mayor, at uii 
early oiiporfunity— and what better oj; 
portunity could 1 take than tho present — 
fier warmest sympathy B»id her entjire ap- 
J)i^h»^ioffi »PP»T»a of wh^t jrou bad 



undertaken; and eho further has com-' 
manded mo to inform you that it is her 
intauliou to present your good City of 
Quebec withoneof the new gutowaya with 
whioh your city is to bo iflpairod— {eu- 
thusiastio applause?) —in order that jslio 
may be jjerstwalljrj! associated.-- with -uio 
city of QudTjec, and with you and \|f^th 
your coUoagiies, whose liberality arid pa- 
triotism huvo induced you to engage ^n' 
this work; am! she further desires that 
tho gateway quostiou should bo connected 
with the name of hor illustrious father, 
the late Duke of Kouf, who retained up to 
his d>iug day so grateful a recollection of 
tho kiodneai and tho courtjsy he had re- 
ceived at the ; handB of inhabitants, 
Applau«^. ^t/Mr^ miyar, 1 trust you 
will pardon- me if I ventu«e to convey to 
you a word of wnruing — I trust that in 
making uso of those materials j-ou will 
not fall into tho mistake wliich was made 
by a frinud of miue in Ireland. A noble- 
man to whom I refer had a castle, which 
in ruder timos hail been the residence of 
his fimily but had now become a ruin. 
Observing from day to day that it was 
subject to various deprodations from mis- 
chievous bov's aud cattle und donkeys, 
(laughter,) he instructed his agont to 
protaot i.. with ft wall, and having given 
these orders he wout to Euglund. On his 
rolutn he went to aacortain the result of 
his orders. The agent assured him that 
Ins commnnds had been properly carried 
out, but what was his dismay uuon arriv- 
ing at the t-ito of his castle to find, indeed, 
a beautiful broad now AVull, but tho casllo 
itself leveled with tho ground, (laughter) 
the agent having pulled down tho castlo 
in oriler to use the materibls for the wall. 

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen, I will ask 
you thin question — Of what good is the 
largest fortune in the world, what enjoy- 
ment can wo got out of those luxurious 
lusn.sion.s, or all the amonitios of modorn 
civilization, if we begin to neglect tho 
country in which wo enjoy them— 
(cheers) — if we have to blush for the in- 
famy of those who rule us; if we feel that 
we havo no part in the progreps and wiili 
the history of our native land; if our 
hearts do not throb with tho pulsations of 
its national life; if wo merely oliug to it 
as parasites cling to a growth of iiu un- 
liealthy churactar. Of course I do not 
meau to imply that we should all of us 
insist upon being prime ministers or sec- 
retaries of State, or lord mayors, or mem- 
bers of Farliament, or membors of tho 
Town Council. Such aspirations on the 
part of all would causo considerable con- 
fusion and contestation. (Laughter.) Of 
course tlio grcjiter proportion of the ener- 
gies of the people must he nocesrorily 
consamed in bringing up itsoommercial,its 
agrienllural, and its professional status, 
but what I mean to say iathis, and it is 
an observation which I make in the most 
earnest manuor, that it appears to me that 
no one, whatever his profesdon or his 
cngagtMuents, particularly in a now coun 
try such as this, could feel himself justi- 
fied altogether in disassociating himsulf 
from tho political life of tho country, 
(cheers.) No matter how boyish we may 
be, we can all of us take a joyful interest 
in what is going on. We can canvass; wo 
can vote, wi,- can contend for our opin- 
ions; we can all act us though we felt 
that we were essential members of a new 
and hopeful commonwealth whose future 
prospects and prosperity mnst, in a great 
measure de])eiul on tho degree of zeal and 
tidelity which each of us apply to promote 
its moral ita political, and its material im- 
provement. ( Appl'iuse. ) Ilajjpy am I to 
think, Mr. Mayor, that persona like your- 
self, that persons like those with- whom 
you are associai^d. like the twQ "PrimA 
Ministers of this country with whom it 
has been my good fortune to bo intimate- 
ly connei^ted, take sucli a jiride aud who 
are willing to .'-acriticcs moiiey and the op- 
pnrtni.ity of advancing llieir own private 
eiiils; of increasing thi ir own ])rivate for- 
tune; of advancingthe status of their own 
indivdualfamilies,iu'jD)|der,ttiat vith a freer 
lieart acd more undivided alTeotioh, they 
may t;ivo their time, their talents, and 
their eie ri/y to the tervico of their belov- 
ed ('aiiada und of the glorious iMupire of 
which t-lie is the proudest ofTshoot. I Loud 
cheers. J It is with those concluding 
words tuat I foel I can most appropriately 
introdnoe the toast whichJI iiow»beg t ) 
submit to this brilliant assembly, nsmoly, 
th(^ health of tho Mayor of Quebec, coup- 
ling with that toast tho Bontimout," Pros- 
perit}- to tho city of Quebec," His Ex- 
cellency resumed his seat and long con- 
tinued appluufcO.

Editor Colonist: — I nrrivoiil'oiit here 
three days ugo from Doaao Crook, and as 
tho steamer Qem arrived yoHterday on 
hor return trip I .send you a few items. 

Water was very iiigh on both Dea.su and 
Thibort Crooks;" wingdaids Irivo boon 
washed away and mining is ut.a atiiuilstill. 

Dease Lake had not opened when 1 
loft, although Thibert's boats had gone 
through succoaBfully. I met about 500 
white and over 200 Chinese on tho way 
in. The Gem brought up another 100 
Chinese yesterday and there are about 
200 below awaiting to como up. Unions 
there ate some new stdkes thoro aro al- 
together too many men in th9]|aouo,try. 
There are some reports of a new oreek 
having been struck about 100 miles below 
AIcDaiun crook on Dease river. If such 
is tho ease, thou there will bo an opening 
for a good many men. There will un- 
doubtedly b« a largo amount of prospect- 
ing done, and it is hoped other diggings 
will be found. All concur in the one 
opinion, that the district ia gold-bearing. 

There will bo a i-nsti bauk, of course, 
tho usual result during a gold nxuitemeut. 

Provisions were being rapidly reduced 
when I left. There are, however, gone 
in since the following trains:

Wa made the 12-mile hou^o 
the first afternoon. Tho trail was in good 
condition and with an early start crossed 
the 1st and 2ud North Fork, the bsuks of 
which aro very high and precipitous — tho 
latter espociully— over which a tpinporary 
bridge is erected. Ou tho North Bank of 
this Fork wo croiseJ a largo spaeu of ex- 
tinct lava beds, the surface broken into 
every oonceiTablo'fghitpe. Camped be- 
tween here and the Cariboo camp, making 
a little over 20 miles. Next day passed 
tho Oovernment party ut work on tho 
trail, which up to this time was good. The 
ground (from tuis out high and low) ia 
very marshy and the mosquitoes in 'size, 
number and ferocity, are both night and 
day appalling. The working- party are 
doing good work by bridging over tho 
worst place along the morass; but much 
remains to be done. Camped that night 
on tho north bank of tlio third fork, mak- 
ing 23 miles; but I would warn all parties 
to avoid this place as a camp, for with 
large tires in and around, with moss to 
raise a dense smoke there was. ,no rtast — 
mosquitoes would not "down." Made the 
12 milo crook next evening, and on tho 
forenoon of the 5th day out eamo to tho 
head of tho lake, looking beautiful in tho 
calm sunlight. The scenery all the way 
up is diversified and beautiful. The tints 
and sbadoa of color iu a alley and moun- 
tain side charm tbe eye. .

Second Dispatch. 

London, July 3 — Tho Times in a leader 
says: "The Princes of Sorvia and Monte-r 
negro have entered upon a great enter- 
j)riso and must bo alloivod to tight it out. 
SVe do not mean to siy lliut if their etlbrts 
prove so succoasful as to cause tho com- 
plete break up of the union between the 
European powers and Turkey, we might 
not be oQUstrained to exp;r(^ss our opin- 
ioGj as to tbe destruction of some one or 
two of them; lint these are remote coii- 
tingencics, tlie antici]5ation whereof would 
not justify our interfering to restrain tho 
Princes now. We hope and believe that 
nobody in England dreams of sueh an iu- 
torferenco. If the thought has been har- 
bored anywhere it must bo dissipated as 
soon as it assumes a praetioal shape." 
The article concludes with a forecast of 
tho result of tho conflict highly unfavor- 
able to Turkoy. 

In tho House of Coinuiuus this after- 
noon Disraeli, iu reply to a ([ui stion l)y 
tho Marquis of Hartingdou, coulinued 
the reported declaration of war by Servia 
and Mbntenegiro. He said no direct *in- 
formation had been received from the 
scat of war. Negotiations between the 
Porto and insurgents had terniinatuil. 
Papers would be presented to the House 
and then discussion would bo justified. 
Ho, however, could not prueout soiiio of 
the documents without consulting foreign 
governments'. J enkins, Liberal, attacked 
the Government for its roliconce and 
dwelt ou tho anxiety of tho country in the 
matter. He moved an adjourjuueiU of 
tho IIouso. Disraeli dejireeated the dis- 
cusaion of the question without otlieial 
documents being before the House upon 
the diplomatic gossip of the newspapers. 
He said the timo would arrive 
for discussion ouly when tho papers wore 
before the House. John Bright lilarned 
Disraidi for not making a .statement in- 
forming tho country of his jiulicy. Ho 
protested against the policy of war for the 
maintenauco of Turkey, lie declared that 
the Crimean war was uu justly commenc- 
ed, unfortunate in progress and ignomi- 
nious in its end, and concludcv* by saying 
that tho majority ot tho nation wanted 
nmitrality. Sir Henry Woltl", Conserva- 
tive, doiirecatod jiarty discussion and 
stated he suiiported the course of thedov- 
orument amid cries of "What course ? " 
Fawcett, Liberal, demanded to know tho 
policy of the Government. The ' debate 
now became very animated and tho Mar- 
quis <>f Ilartiugton n'ished to discwitiniie 
it. Disraeli said thi; ( iovernnu'ut could 
uot publish conlldeutial correspondence 
without ipjuring tlu^ public service. Jen- 
kins then withdrew his motion lor an ad- 
joarnment and tho subject daoppod. 

Bkbun, Jaly 3, — A correspoudout says 
Reviews of nearly all tho independent 
nttwfipapors ot Geri.iauy shows tho 0]iin- 
iuu general that the [iretoxtfor war is ono 
of tho most frivolous over advanejd, and 
that it is almost unanimously believed 
Russia iustigal<>d tho war. It iseoiisidor- 
ed certain iu BorUu that RusHiii, is making 
war preparations to the greatest extent . 

London, Juno 3.— Military men at Paris 
think a decisive euoountor must occur 
within a week near Nicsie.
